which the new constitution will le- 
lize government by a dictator- 
ship, veiled in some euphemism, 
not only for the period of Musso- 
lini’s life, 
after. It is understood that Mus- 
solini will become a sort of perma- 
nent Prime Minister responsible 
not to Parliament, but only to the 
King, for the duration of the dic- 
tator’s life. 

There is no exact paraliel to this 
form, of government known in re- 
cent history, though Bismarck's 
German imperial chancellorship 
approximated it. The only other 
cases resembling it are those of 
Julius Caesar when he was Ro- 
man Consul before the triumvirate, 
of Napoleon Bonaparte as First 
Consul before he became Emper- 
or, and of the mayors of the pal- 
ace to the‘old Frankish kings. 

Mussolini already being virtual- 
ly a dictator, the new act will be 
effective only as legalizing his po- 
sition, but the new constitution 
which will replace the 1848 char- 
ter amounts to a virtual overhaul.- 
ing of the Italian system of gov- 
ernment.

Estate Shown 


(EXCLOSTVE 
NEW YORK, Oct. 35.—An- ex- 
amination of the transfer tax ap- 
praisal of the estate of William 
G. Rockefeller, filed tn the Sur- 
rogate’s Coust in Westchester 
county, shows that although he 
left a gross estate of $8,237,163 
at his death on Nov. 30, 1920, he 
had debts of $6,430,882 in New 
York and additional debts and 
administration expenses of $189,- 
031 outside of New York. 
Many stocks ownen by Rocke- 
feller were appraised as worth- 
ess. The report shows that the 
chief indebtedness of the estate 
was $6,113,800 due the estate of 


Rockefeller’s father, William 
Rockefeller, who died ai few 
months before him.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Proposals for modification of the estate 
tax and repeal or reduction of many of the miscellaneous levies, as well 
as cuts in the income rates, appear almost certain of incorporation in 
the new revenue measure the House Ways and Means Committee will 
begin drafting a week from tomorrow. . 


The estate and miscellaneous 
taxes received considerable aften- 
tion in the first week of public 
hearings just concluded by the 
committee. for changes 
in these taxes ll) form the main 
fighting points in revision of- the 
law, reduction of the income and: 
surtax and normal rates being 
generally taken for granted. 

Chairman Green of the com- 
mittee, one of the advocates of 
Federal taxation of- estates, an- 
nounced yesterday that he favored 
modification of this levy along 
lines suggested by the national 
committee on inheritance taxation. 
which urged repeal after six years 
of gradual curtailment. 

Secretary Melion, however, rec- 
ommended immediate repeal of 
the estate tax and his proposal 
at present appears to have sup- 
port of a majority of Republican 


Representative Garner of Texas, 
the ranking Democrat member, 
like Chairman Green, has 
pressed favor of modification 
along lines proposed by the 
Heritance committee. 

In approving the inheritance 
committee report, Chairman Green 
said he favored it because it al- 
lowed six years for States to en- 
act uniform laws on inheritance 
He eiso approved the 
suggestion advanced at the same 
time that a credit of 80 per cent 
be allowed in computing the Fed- 
eral levy for State inheritance tax 
payments. ‘The present allowance 
is 26 per cent. 

While Secretary Mellon, in dis- 
cussing the miscellaneous taxes, 
proposed repeal of the tax on 
automobile trucks, tires and ac- 
cessories, but not on passenger 
cars, there is a strong feeling 
among committee members that 
perhaps some more of the levies 
in this group, including those on 
automobile passenger cars, admis- 
sion and rifight be reduced.

In the perioti from November 1, 
1920, to May 1, 1925, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission au- 
thorized the abandonment of 120 
lines and branches with an aggre- 
gate mileage of 2438 miles. Of 
the total 66 per cent were branches 
and 34 per cent were lines. Li 
were abandoned in every State ex- 
cepting Delaware, Idaho, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Maryland, Missouri, Ne- 
braska and Utah. 

“While the purposes for which 
these abAndoned roads were built 
are not indicated in every case,” 
Mr. Trumbower said, “it is.clear 
that a majority were originally 
constructed as logging or mining 
roads. In some cases railroads al- 
ready in operation built extensions 
or branch lines into certain sec- 
‘tions or territories for the main 
purpose of tapping timber or min- 
eral resources, and in that man- 
iner sought to secure traffic con- 
sisting of; raw materials or prod- 
ucts of such resources in their 
finished or semifinished state. 

RESOURCES EXHAUSTED 
+ “In a great Ymany cases new 
‘lines of railroad were built for 
this purpose connected with 
lines or branches tslready in exis-

cent of the abandoned mileage,” 
he, added. 

CLEARS MOTOR VEHICLE 

“This one factor was the prin- 
cipal cause of the abandonment 
of considerably more than half of 
the total abandoned mileage. Com- 
petition of other raflroads result- 
ed in traffic losses which brought 
about the abandonment of al- 
most 30 per cent of the total aban- 
doned mileage, and it is of spe- 
cial interest to note that less than 
5 per cent of the abandoned mile- 
age can be attriluted to motor- 
vehicle competition as the pri- 
mary cauge.”’
